The auction sale of cattle of the various 
breeds by Messrs. Gavin Low, Ltd., attracted 
a very. large attendance. Purchasers were com- 
paratively few, however, and prices were dis- 
appointing, except in the case of Essa of 
Coolcomer, a two-year-old Aberdeen-Angus 
heifer, which fetched 120 guineas. 

The Earl of Bessborough’s Dairymaid, a 
two-year-old Shorthorn heiler, which won first 
prize and the championship at last year's 
Show, was withdrawn from sale, the highest 
bid offered _ being 80 guineas.. The same 
owner's first prize winner in the yearling «airy 
Shorthorn heifer class was also withdrawn, the 
highest bid in this case also being 80 guineas. 
For the first prize and championship winner 
in the two-year-old Hereford heifer class only 
50 guineas were offered. No sale was made. 

There was no competition whatever for 
British Friesians and no sales. The Knight of 
Kerry was a big buyer of Kerry cattle, and 
Major Hillas bought a select lot of Aberdeen- 
Angus.

The annual general meeting of the Irish 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Association was held in 
the Show Grounds at Ballsbridge, Dublin, on 
Wednesday afternoon. Mr. Hector J. Toler 
Aylward presided, and amongst those present 
were :—Admiral Craig-Waller, Major W. J.

certain to erie.” 

In connection with the breeding of dairy 
Shorthorn cattle the report declared that it 
was essential that the reputation of the Short- 
horn as a beef-producing breed should not be 
jeopardised by Gude attention to its milking 
capabilities 

The Committee congratulated the Depart- 
ments of Agriculture of the Free State and 
Northern Ireland on the success which at- 
tended their efforts to keep Ireland free from 
foot-and-mouth disease. 

Mr. W. J. Gray, The Priory, Tullyhogue, 
Co. Tyrone, was elected Vice-President, in 
succession tc Mr. H. J. Toler Aylward, who 
becomes Presideht for the ensuing year. 

In view of the importance of having a full 
representation of trish breeders on the 
Council of the Shorthorn Association of Great 
Britain and Ireland, it was decided to support 
the following, whose names will be submitted 
as candidates at the election to be held this 
month :—Mr. Bertram H. Barton, Captain T. 
A. Clarke and Mr. Richard’ K. Wright. 

The meeting was adjourned until the 29th 
instant, when the remaining business on the 
agenda will be transacted at the Show 
Grounds, Balmoral, Belfast.

BUTTER EXHIBITS. 


. 
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Messrs. Patrick Murphy, P. P. Leonard, 
and Walter Thorpe, judges in the butter sec- 
tion, who devoted ten hours on the day before 
the opening of the Show to making their 
awards, report that in number, 
pearance, packing, and finish, the exhibits 
were generally satisfactory. 

Very few creamery exhibits were below first 
grade. In one class only, that for keeping 
butter, was there any cause for complaint. 

In the roll butter classes some exhibits were 
shown in packages, which were unsuitable for 
commercial purposes, and the judges recom- 
mend that at future competitions the use of 
suitable commercial packages should be stipu- 
lated as one of the conditions necessary to 
qualify for an award. 

In the farmers’ dairy butter classes the qua- 
lity was generally of a high order. 
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CATTLE 


POINTS IN SHOW 
LECTURES. 


The lectures by the judges in the various 
cattle sub-divisions at the Spring Show, which 
were given under cover in the sale ring, were 
followed with much . interest by large 
audiences. 

Mr. Robert Hobbs declared that Dairy 
Shorthorns were the soundest investment in 
the way of cattle for the ordinary general 
farmer. They were splendid milkers, and 
their calves developed into fine stores. An 
annual milk yield of between 800 and 1,000 
gallons was a fair yield to effect from a cow of 
this breed. In ‘England Irish store cattle, 
butter, cream, and cheese were in great de- 
mand, and the shorthora could supply them 
a 

Dealing with the Aberdeen-Angus breed, 
Mr. A. Bissett said that the cows were eee 
milkers contrary to what some people: thou — 
He informed a questioner that a white u der 
was not a defect, but, on the contrary, was a 
sure sign that a cow was a good milker. For 
crossing purposes plenty of bone was neces- 
sary, he declared. 

Mr. R. E. Chute described the ideal Kerr 
as long in the face, high in the horns, wit 
long clean neck, broad hips, and silky to the 
touch. Kerries were practically free from 
tuberculosis, and crossed well with other 
breeds. Mr. Chute declared that Kerry bulls 
should have a soft silky coat, without a trace 
of white. 

The true British Friesian cow, Captain L. 
B. Jarmay said, has a wide muzzle, good 
should rs, with a head well set in, a level top, 
with the hips not too wide, strong hind legs, 
and plenty of width at the back. She does 
not object to being milked three or four times 
a day. 

Dealing with Herefords, Mr. W. G. Britten 
said that they were good from the breeder's 
point of view. He urged the importance of 
increasing the number of pedigree stock- 
breeders in Ireland as a means both of deve- 
loping the breed and of creating a lucrative 
home market.. Hereford crosses were in great 
demand in grazing districts.

6d. c in 
absence of Scotch and South of land ‘buy- 
ing, as Norfolk still has a large number of 
atall-fed. cattle to market, and Scotland a 
sufficiency of marketable beel. In the circum- 
stances, it looks as if values must experience & 
big cut before Englishmen can again come on 
our market with any reasonable p of 
profitable trading. For useful plain escrip- 
tions of beasts prices were from 56s. to 60s. 
per cwt., whilst it is almost impossible to 
quote terms for lower grades in present un- 
satisfactory position.of matters. Beef cows ex- 
perienced the worst trade of the whole year, 
and only exceptionally nite lots fetched around 
42s. 6d. to 456. per cwt. ; others practically im- 
possible to quote for. Practically no Englisb- 
men buying this class of beef to-day, nor was 
there any and for fat bulls, as all who in- 
vested in such last week appear to have lost 
money.

A 
good number of buyers about for lambs, but 
at disappointing prices, which owners were 
not generally inclined to accept. From last 

» lambs must be reckoned lower. Small 
and medium- sized fat lambs sold relatively 
much better than heavier qualities. For nice 
medium run of lambs prices were 48s. to 63s. 
eet, and heavier qualities up to 65s. and 

Generally, 70s. might be reckoned 
average top, but for occasional special drafts 
of twos and half-dozens here and there 75s. 
to 80s. waa occasionally paid. Small lambs 
from 38s. to “ag! and thin and poor sorts 
from 258. to 35s. apiece.

Strikes and the Public. 


The news that. a settlement has been 
reached in the British coal dispute will 
be welcomed by business men throughout 
these islands. Ever since the patched-up 
settlement of the last coal strike trouble 
has been brewing in the mining industry, 
and it has been recognised generally that 
Mr. Lloyd: George's spectacular Wages 
Agreement, of 1921, merely postponed the 
real issue which sooner or later must be 
faced. Yet, although everybody knew that 
negotiations were in progress between the 
coal-owners and their men, few had much 
hope'of an agreed settlement. Now the 
apparently impossible has happened. An 
agreement has been reached and will be 
submitted to a delegate conference of the 
miners on May 29th, The Executive of 
the Miners’ Federation will recommend 


4 it to the men, and’ there is at least a 


strong probability that it will be 
accepted. The terms of agreement are 
rather technical, and relate chiefly to the 
proportion of wages to profits in the 
mining industry. Hitherto standard 
profits have been 17 per cent. of standard 
wages.; henceforth they will be only 15 
per cent.; andthe surplus, which formerly 
was divided between wages. and profits 
in the ratio of 83:17, will be divided in 
the ratio of 88:12. The general minimum 
wage of miners has been increased, and 
special arrangements are being made to 
improve the lot of the most poorly paid 
classes. 

We in Ireland. need not concern our- 
selves very deeply with the details of 
this settlement. It is sufficient to know 
that an agreement has been made and 
that, so far as can be seen at present, 
it is not likely to raise the price of 
coal to the consumef. Nevertheless, our 
people can learn a very useful lesson 
from this settlement. The trouble in the 
British coal-fields was by far the most 
dangerous of all the many industrial dis 
putes with which Britain has been 
afflicted recently. The gulf between the 
miners and their masters was so wide 
that permanent peace without another 
prolonged’ strike seemed to be out of the 
question. The fact that peace has been 
made without either a strike or the inter- 
vention of the Government constitutes 
another great tribute to the British genius 
for compromise. Here in Ireland we are 
staggering from one strike into another. 
One month it is the dockers, the next 
the carters; now it is the gas-workers, 
and to-morrow it may be somebody else. 
The public hears that a strike is 
imminent, and before it has had any 
time to prepare itself for emergencies 
it is plunged into the middle of a quarrel 
in which it has neither part nor lot. In 
the Free State the strike weapon seems

Germany Looks South. 


There cán be no doubt that’ acute dis- 
tress prevails among Jarge classes in Ger- 
many—especially the highly educated and 
non-industrial classes—but the other side 
of the picture cannot be ignored. It. is 
drawn vividly in the letter from Colonel 
Massy which we print to-day. M. Poin- 
caré’s policy of repression was urieconomic 
and short-sighted; but the lavish and 
vulgar display of German wealth in Italy 
and Switzerland helps to explain the sup- 
port which he has received from the great 
majority of his fellow-countrymen. The 
statements of Colonel.Massy are confirmed 
fully by a despatch which The Times 
printed yesterday from its Correspondent 
at Rome. “Germany,’’ this careful and 
moderately-minded observer tells us, “has 
invaded Italy.” Everywhere, in North 
and Sonth, Germans occupy the best 
hotels, eat the best food and drink 
the best wine. Their manners are 
aggressive, but they are popular with 
the trading community because they |p 
tip largely and never question prices. 
A conservative estimate puts at 150,000 
the number of German tourists who 
this year have descended upon Italy; 
and at thé most expensive hotels the list» 
show the following percentages of guests 
bearing German names:—Rome, 31 per 
cent,; Milan, 27; Genoa, 37; Naples. 
42; and Venice, 39. To Britons and 
Frenchmen, groaning under the war's 
legacy of taxation, this Teutonic orgy 
must be at least irritating; but the 
matter has a mpre serious aspect. Before 
the war Germany had established an im- 
dustrial supremacy in Italy, and now she 
is recapturing it with great. strides. To-day 
Italian industry is prosperous, but it 
is destitute of coal and iron. Germany 
has been quick to supply the deticiency. 
By collaboration with Italian manuiac 
turers she is securing a fine market for 
her raw materials and is able to export 
her own goods through Italy, like Prior's 
merchant, *“’neath a .borrowed name.”’ 
Throughout the whole of Lombardy 
Germans have acquired large interests in 
Italian companies and are buying or 
building numerous factories. The Corre- 
spondent tells us that when a factory was 
adyertised for sale near Milan.a German, 
who tendered almost immediately, found 
that he had been anticipated already by 
twenty-seven of his countrymen. German 
firms now supply most of “the steel which 
is used in Italian industries, and one of 
the most important of these is the motor- 
car industry. If the McKenna duties are 
abolished, the increased import of Italian 
motor cars to Great Britain will mean a 
corresponding increase in the market for 
German steel - Margover, as we learn 
from the Berlin . Correspondent ‘of the 
Manchester Guardian’s Commercial Supple- 
ment, Germany’s own motor-car industry 
is preparing for a putsch in this direction. 
and her two largest factories have com- 
bined for the mass production .of cheap 
cars. Of course the revival of German 
industry .is necessary and inevitable, but 
two things must nét be permitted. The 
British Government must not legislate for 
the growth of German industry at the 
expense of British industry, and the 
German wealth which is being flaunted in 
Italy to-day must not escape its due con- 
tribution to the cost of Germany’s war, 


Politics in Japan. 


Viscount Kiyoura, the Japanese Prime 
Minister, has shared the fate of M. Poin- 
caré. As a result of the elections his 
party, the Seiyuhonto, is represented hy 
only one-third of the total number of 
members of the other parties that have 
been returned The largest party now is 
the Kenseikai, which has formed the 
official Opposition for several years. As 
in Great Britain, however, no party com- 
mands in itself an adequate majority. The 
Kenseikai number 150 out of a total of 
464, and it is expected that their leader, 
Viscount Kato, will be asked to form a 
Government and will -fall back upon a 
coalition with the other parties which 
opposed Viscount Kiyoura’s Administra- 
tion. No.change of Government will take 
place until after May 29th, when the 
national celebration of the Prince Regent's 
marriage will be held. Viscount Kato, 
if he undertakes the task, will find his 
path strewn with difficulties. The third 
largest party in the House is the Seiyukai, 
which was allied to the Seiyuhonto before 
the late Prince Yamagata took office, and 
it is possible that. the, two parties may 
combine again to form a dangerous opposi- 
tion. Moreover, Viscount Kato has little 
influence in the House of Peers, which in 
Japan is a very important body. The 
chief lesson of the election results is tha 
fact that the people of Japan desire a wider 
representation and a more democratic 
form of government than they now enjoy.

Nowhere has the Society's 
work been more worthy of appreciation 
than. in Ireland. It is true that eases of 
deliberate cruelty are rare in this country, 
but every year sees many instances of 
neglect and ‘suffering, caused by the 
poverty of parents. In cases of this sort 
the Society performs admirable work, and 
its inspectors have gained a well-deserved 
reputation for tact. and kindness. An 
institution which has done and is doing 
so much to lessen the sum of human 
misery has the strongest claims on -our 


support.

County Dublin, in his. eighty-seventh year. 
Dr. Evans was one of the most prominent 
ministers of the Methodist Church in Ireland: 
A great part of his ministerial activity was 
put forth in the field of education, where for 
many years he laboured earnestly and with 
the best results. 

From 1890 till he retired in 1921 he was a 
Commissioner of National Education in Ire- 
land and a member of the Board of Technical 
Instruction. He was for a time Examiner to 
the Beard of Intermediate Education, was 
Commissioner of Income Tax for the National 
Board. and represented the Board of National 
Education at the International Congress on 
Education. 

Dr! Evans was Vice-President of the Educa- 
tion Section of the British Association when it 
met in Dublin in 1908. He was a member of 
the Roval Commission on Manual and Practi- 
cal Instruction, 1897, and a member of the 
Advisory Committee of the Standard Dic- 
tionary. 

His. writings included numerous articles in 
quarterly reviews and magazines, and he 
edited many books for primary and secondary 
schools. He wrote the articles on “ The Eng- 
lich Versions of the Bible.” on Archaic 
Obsolete and Obscure Words in the English 
Bible, and on RBiblical Antiquities. Customs, 
etc., in “ Aids to Biblical Study for 
Students.”

A Confused Issue. 


It is noteworthy that the whole situation 
is completely unchanged.

The King of Ramania.

The Schomberg pension was 
originally four thousand pounds per 
annum, but from time to time portions 
have been commuted. The Duke of Schom- 
berg was a native of Heidelberg, and he 

oined the expedition of William III. to 
nplend and was given a Dukedom on 
being appointed Commander-in-Chief of 
the expedition to Ireland against James 11. 
He was killed at the Battle of the Boyne. 
His house in London still stands in Pall 
Mall, and is now occupied by the 
daughters of the late Princess Christian.

ALLEGED OUTRAGE IN

IMPORTED SOAP. 


Mr. Blythe moved an amendment to re- 
solution 8, which imposes a ten per cent. duty 
on imported soap, as follows :—‘‘In addition 
to any duty which might be chargeable in 
respect of any spirits contained therein. — 

He said that there was something like 
£300,000 worth of soap imported every 
year, and the number of men employed in 
the Irish factories only ran to a few hundreds. 
The effect of the tax would not be very ex- 
tensive. There was no :eason whatever why 
home manufatturers should not supply the 
bree State's needs without any increase in 
prices.

— So 
far as toilet soaps were concerned, there would 
be a fair increase in employment, and there 
was absolutely no reason why there should be 
any extra cost to the consumer, and a few 
thousand pounds would result to the revenue. 

Mr. Johnson said that he would ‘like: to 
he e some assurance from the Minister that 
the tax of 10 per cent. would have the effect 
he spoke of, and that it would be enough to 
turn the balance in favour of the Irish 
manufacturer. 

Mr. Blythe said that he had had inquiries 
made, and he believed that the 10 per cent. 
tax would be sufficient. They had con- 
sidered the question of a higher rate of duty 
on the more expensive toilet soaps, but it 
was felt that it would be better to stick to 
the flat rate as being more convenient,

£5,103. The assets of the Association, in- 
cluding £1,000 invested in the National Loan, 
exceeded the liabilities by £2,677.

Timoney stated that they were more than 
ever convinced that the proposals put forward 
by them two years ago for grading at the 
ports, awarding the National brand to makers

marketing were the real solution. of the 
problem.

In about 75 per cent. of the 
cases the amounts granted were excessive, and 
in about 20 per cent. pensions and gratuities 
were allowed to officers who were not entitled 
to any consideration in this respect, I cannot 
acquit the late Boards of Guardians of their 
responsibility here, since in the first. instance 
they took no precaution whatever to see that 
none other than bona-fide persons would be 
placed on the pensions list.’’ 

The Inspector points out that the first 
Board was replaced by the present Board last 
July. “I am satisfied that this change 
worked to the greater advantage of the 
public service.” 

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 

The average cost of maintaining patients 
in the County Hospital at Ennis is referred 
to as ‘‘ extraordinary,” and the Inspector 
adds that he has only to conclude that there 
has been ‘looseness somewhere. 

Following the inquiry, the inspector visited 
the County Hospital, and was much dis- 

leased with the general conditions _prevail- 
ing. The floors and windows were dirty 
the beds were not properly made, the bed 
linen—in many cases—was no longer fit to 
receive patients, and milk was laid in large 
quantities here and: there ‘in a manner 
sufficient to neutralise its purpose. 

The floor and basins in the ing 
theatre were dirty, temperatures and pulses 
were not in all cases registered, and empty 
bottles, jars, and boxes, ete., were to be 
found in all directions, adding to the general 
neglect and confusion. i 

here are seven nurses engaged there—too 
many, in his opinion—but from this number 
one would expect much better results. 
Matron seemed to be the Ee in- 
terested in the affairs of the pital, and 
he had reason to think ehe received very 
little assistance from the nursing staff, 

THE COUNTY HOME. 

This ‘institution, if anything, was over- 
crowded, but was cleanly kept, notwithstand- 
ing that the water supply and sanitary ar- 
rangements are not’ perfect.

The secretary of the hospital was not avail- 
able to give evidence, and he was satisfied 
that the secretary had not been attending to 
his duties for some time. Noe explanation 
had been forthcoming from him for such gross 
neglect on his part.

NURSERY.

EXPLOSION TESTS. 


NOISE NOT HEARD IN BRITISH 


ISLES. 


: PARIS, Thursday. 
The experimental explosion took place this 
evening, as arranged, at the military camp 
at La Courtine, in the Creuse Department, 
but was heard neither by the listening posts 
at Limoges nor in Paris.—(Reuter.)

BRITISH HOUSING 
SCHEMES,

These two funds, Parochial Endowments and 
Miscellaneous Trusts and Endowments, now 
aggregated £2,595,745, representing an aver- 
age of £50,000 per annum of new endowments 
created by gifts and legacies since the dis- 
endowmert of 1870. The three Diocesag 
Funds. in all £5,443,525, showed an increase 
of £9,589, of which £2,842 arose from transfer 
of commutation capital. 


THE OTHER SIDE. 


On the other side of the balance sheet the 
assets invested on securities amounted at cost 
price to £9,708,368; the rest of the total of 
£10,102,929 consisting of items which showed 
little change from the corresponding fiv~res of 
iast year, with the exception of recove: ale in- 
come tax, a good debt of £88,641, but an 
asset which earned no dividend, and therefore 
represented so much cash uninvested and un- 
productive. 

At the General Synod of 1923; the ques- 
tion of refund of income tax by the British 
Government was still undecided. It was not 
until some weeks later that a clause wag in- 
troduced into the Finance Act continuing for 
one year the exemption which had been 
granted for the preceding fifty years. 

The Joint Committee representative of Irish 
Charitable and Religious Institutions, to which 
reference was made last year, continued to 
act, and, strengthened in personnel, pressed 
their case unremittingly, with the result that 
the British Chancellor of the Exchequer had 
already announced in his Budget speech, that 
the exemption would he continued as a conces- 
sion for the year 1924-25. the duration of the 
annual Finance Act. This exemption of 
charitable and _ religious institutions from 
British tax applied only to dividends from in- 
vestments made before April, 1923. 


NATIONAL LOAN, 


Reverting to the investments of £9,708.368 
it might be mentioned that the item of 
£2,A25,411 Government Funds included 
£67,500 paid in respect of £225,000 Free State 
National Loan. e Representative Body 
applied for £250,000, but received an allot- 
ment of £225,000 only; the lists 
having been closed before the appointed 
day, im consequence of the loan hav- 
ing been considerably over-subscribed. 
This change of investment had resulted in a 
revenue increase of £1,000, by which amount 
the dividend on the new investment exceeded 
the dividend on the old investment sold. The 
investment of £559,440 in mortgages on land 
would be paid off under the Land Act of 
19235 as to some £300,000, the residue being 
amply secured on property either outside the 
Free State or not within the scope of the 


Land Act. 
INCOME AND EXPENDITURE, 


The total gross revenue for the year fron 
the various interest-bearing funds was 
£434,367, a gross increase of £23,022 ove? 
the corresponding figure for 1922, and thé 

yments thereout amounted to £385,414, 
eaving as the balance for the year 1923 the 
sum of £48,953, an increase of no less than 
£18,761 on the corresponding figure for 1922. 
After providing thereout for the standing 
allocations of £7,654, and the small adjust- 
ments shewn in the allocation account, there 
remained available for allocation by the 
Synod a net balance of £41,042. 

This revenue included £6,000 arrears of 
interest on £50,000 Swansea Harbour Bonds, 
which had now been converted into Great 
Western Railway 5 p.c. Preference Stock, 
but arrears of mortgage interest to the 
amount of £9,500 were outstanding, and 
would not be brought in as revenue until 
paid. 

Recommendations as to the disposal of this 
balance of £41,000 had been made by tha 
Representative Body in their report, and re- 
solutions in accordance would be moved. 


‘AUGMENTATION OF STIPENDS. 


Last year the principle was admitted of 
reduction in the direct grant to the clergy 
but in view of the continued high cost of 
living the Representative Body considered 
that the time had not yet arrived for the 
further application of that principle, and re- 
commended that a sum of £12,500, the sama 
as last year, shall be applied to temporary 
augmentation of stipends. 

he proportion of allocation was the same 
as last year, for the reason that the figures 
on which that proportion was based, the 
Superannuation Assessment Tables, had not 
since been revised.

SUPERANNUATION.

Since its inception in 
1922 this competition has proved a most at- 
tractive item, vieing, in popularity with the 
Plunket Greene trophy. It is open only to 
Feis gold, silver and bronze medallists of pre- 
vious years.. There is no limit to the class 
of voice, and there is freedom also of song, 
insomuch as that the competitors have some 
sixteen numbers by different composers to 
choose from, two songs being requiréd to be 
sung. The. composers selected ‘thia year -in- 
cluded Schumann, Strauss, Schubert. Stan- 
ford, Quilter and Kennedy Fraser. Quite a 
strong percentage of the singers chose the 
last-named composer's. ‘‘Kishmul’s Galley,”’ 
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men had always stood out as remarkable in 
the history of British singing, and it was a 
splendid thing that they in Ireland should 
claim those as a tradition and-inspiration for 
their younger singers, because they stood for 
the very finest in artistic singing. The pre- 
sent generation of singers had much to thank 
these two men for. They had left a high 
tradition and noble ideal, and she and all of 
them must act up to that heritage. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Before proceeding any further she would 
like to refer to a matter in which Mr. 
Lupton and other members of the Committee 
—indeed, in which they were all interested— 
that was the question of a concert hall for 
the City of Dublin. She could not under- 
stand why all of them, who had such a fine 
tradition to keep up, should not do something 
themselves, and so create an enthusiasm for 
such a splendid object.

The shilling 
fund in Great Britain had a small beginning, 
but it grew to big things. If any of them 
had the enthusiasm to start such a fund, she 
herself would be only too pleased to head the 
list. {Applause.) Revertin to the singers, 
she said that the winner (No. 19) had sung 
with real enthusiasm and pleasure her first 
song (‘‘ Kishmul’s Galley ”) She had a fine 
voice, and one felt that there was always 
something held in reserve.

GERMAN POVERTY. 

TO THR EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirx,—I do not question that poverty exists 
in Germany among certain classes. ‘hey are 
those chietiy who are suffering from the -re- 
cent fraudulent currency inflation by their 
Government, which has hurt people with 
previously-fixed incomes; but they are few 
com to the mnie # of the people, who, 

ave their profits or 
wages raised in proportion to the present 
currency value. My contention is that those 
Germans who have e enormous fortunes 
by the fraudulent inflation and sales of marks 
abroad should help their poorer countrymen, 
and not send round the hat to their late 
enemies, while themselves living in luxury at 
home and abroad. We have all suftered 
cruelly from the recent war, brought upon us 
by these same people. Many of us are im- 
poverished. We haye many poor and unem- 
ployed to assist, without pouring gifts into a 
country which I believe to be far richer to-day 
than our own. German industrial works have 
been brought to the highest state of perfec- 
tion, and the foreign investments of her 
eople have incre enormously during the 
ha eighteen months. Her debt is wiped out, 
and taxes in Germany are not one-fourth of 
our own. 
May I state my experience in Italy, includ- 
ing Sicily, during the last four months’? If we 
take the figure of German tourists in that 
country at one hundred thousand—the Italian 
Government. places it at a higher figure—it is 
at least a curious coincidence that I did not 
find one per cent. stopping at the more mode- 
rate-priced hotels, or traevlling otherwise than 
first class in the trains. In Sicily, at Naples, 
at Rome, at Florence, they were to be seen 
in fine private motor cars, seldom in the tram- 
ways, in which our nationality and even 
Americans—supposed to be the world’s rich 
to-day—moved about. The hotels de /uxe and 
““nalace”’ class were full of Germans. © At 
Palermo, the largest and always very expen- 
sive hotel, raised the prices thirty per cent. 
this year, and made large profits by the influx 
of German tourists. At the time when I was 
in Palermo eighty per cent, of the guests at 
that. hotel were of German nationality. The 
same wealthy class was in thousands all over 
the island; in thousands in and around 
Naples and Rome and Florence. I did not 
meet with one poor German in Italy. Their 
behaviour was arrogant—walking the streets 
of the cities bare-headed, in knickers, woollen 
stockings and rough-nailed boots, as they 
would at a summer hill resort or village in 
their own country. They came in hundreds to 
visit the sacred churches of Italy, including 
St. Peter's, as tourists in the same dress, 
quite regardless of any ee 
Many cases of gross rudeness came to my 
knowledge. It appeared as though this were 
done purposely, so general was it, as if to 
show the Italian people and travellers of our 
and American’ nationality that they felt the 
had never been really defeated, but were stilt 
the top-dogs of the world. Some of my Ameri- 
can friends left Italy, disgusted by these 
people. Other Americans, whom I met 
travelling back in France from Switzerland, 
said that they and others had written to their 
Senators to ask them to oppose the vote for 
relief funds to Germany, which had been 
mg by the Chamber. I was told by the 
ead director of one of the six large American 
banks that deposits in dollars made recently 
in America by Germans exceeded the value of 
twelve hundred and fifty million pounds 
sterling. Enormous deposits exist also in 
Holland, Italy, Spain and other countries. 
It is this knowledge and experience which 
harden the heart of the observer towards 
charity to Germany. These wealthy Germans 
live in luxury and roll about in the finest cars, 
and champagne flows at their tables. Surely 
they should help their own poor, and not 
‘‘make a poor mouth’”’ to us, chiefly with 
the object of throwing dust in our eyes as to 
the real prosperity of their country. Ger- 
many requires no loan, but could well pay her 
reparation debts and give us all a n of 
hundreds of millions as well. Let us guard 
against this insidious form of German propa- 

verty.— Yours, etc.,

STEADY PROGRESS OF BREED IN 
IRELAND. 


Presiding at a meeting of the Irish Aher- 
deen-Angus Association, at the Show Yard, 
Ballsbridge, yesterday, Mr. R. C. Williams 
said that the members of the Association 
could congratulate themselves on the progress 
made by the Aberdeen-Angus breed in Ire. 
land. At the Bull Show sales and at the sale 
of cows and heifers at the Spring Show this 
breed. topped the list in the matter of aver- 
age. price.

“In the opinion of this Association, the 
time is now opportune for a proper system of 
adjustment on a co-ordinated basis between 
the different railway companies concerned, 
whereby agriculture may be afforded that 
uniform measure of encouragement which is so 
essential to its vitality. Considering the 
travelling privileges accorded in relation to 
sport gatherings, the failure to recognise the 
legitimate claims of agriculture is a sad com- 
mentary on the business capacity of those to 
whom agriculture should be the first con- 
sideration.”

PRICES TENDING LOWER. 

In the absence of any further increase in 
trading in the Miscellaneous and Industrial 
markets yesterday, conditions showed little 
change from those ruling on the preceding 
day.

Among Land 
descriptions, Sudan Plantations suffered from 
further realisations. Textiles were inclined 
to sag, and Stores descriptions showed little 
of interest.

BANK OF ENGLAND RETURN. 


DROP IN PRIVATE DEPOSITS. 


Owing mainly to an increase of £7,300,000 
in the public deposits and a decrease of 
£2,505, in the Government Securities, the 
private deposits of the Bank of England show 
a drop of fully £10,000,000, reducing the 
amount to £102,440,000. There was a decrease 
of £971,000 in the other securities, but this 
was largely off-set by a gain of £685,000 in 
the reserve, raising that item to £23,391,267. 
Owing to the considerable drop in the com- 
bined deposits, and the augmentation of the 
reserve, the proportion of the latter to 
liabilities has risen 1 per cent, to 19; per cent.
